Hero Loses Battle 
With Grim Reaper

Herbert McCarty, 28, a veteran of 
the 
&eventy-ninth division, lo*t 


* four-year fight for life aftersun- 
derfloing nearly fifty operation* to 
overcome wounds he had suffered 
a few day* before the armistice 
when his body was riddled by bul- 
lets from a machine gun of a Ger- 
man airplane. McCarty had been 
in hospitals almost continuously 
since he was wounded. 
Twenty-four of his operations 


Were major ones, and twenty-four 
others were classed by surgeons 
as minor. Eighteen machine gun 
bullets had been taken from his 
body and he carried two, grown 
into his jugular vein, to his death. 
In the operations, fourteen ribs 
had been entirely removed, a por- 
tion of one shoulder blade and a 
collar bone taken out. 


His case is said by specialists 


to be one of the most remarkable 
in American surgery. 
Until two 


months ago, he had recovered suf- 
ficiently to leave the hospital for 
short periods. 


McCarty had been cited for ex- 


treme bravery, his citation stating 
he was dragging bodies of his 
comrades back from exposed po- 
sitions when wounded.
